removed. 

The highway commission on Thurs- 
day of last week asked the governor 
if he would consent to submitting the 
entire matter to the justices of the 
supreme court as individuals § and 
abide by their decision. The gov- 
ernor, however, refused to agree to 
this plan, asserting that to do so 
would be to delegate the authority of 
the chief executive to the courts. 


The governor countered with anoth- | 


er proposal for settlement Friday, 
agreeing to pay the five engineers up 
to July 1, if the board would agree 
to dismiss them at once. ‘This the 
board voted down, Captain Barnett 
and Mr. Vereen voting against accept- 
ance and Commissioner Wilhoit vot- 
ing favorably on the governors pro- 
posal.

The monies invested in 
dogs runs into a tremendous sum. 

Summer is the difficult season 
for dogs. It is then that most of 
the hysteria develops about report- 
ed rabies epidemics or ‘mad 
dogs.” These “epidemics” usu- 
ally turn out to be greatly exag- 
gerated. But they cause the death 
of many innocent dogs and many 
people are put to the expense and 
pain of taking a serum when a lit- 
tle care by dog owners would make 
this unnecessary. 


Many dogs labeled ‘‘mad” are 
just hot, thirsty dogs whose tem- 
pers have been upset. It should 


mediate danger in 
case of rabies. The suspected dog 
Should be placed under observa- 
tion. Any competent veterinarian 
can determine the symptoms of 
rabies. If the dog has the disease 
he will die and the state will de- 
termine the cause. 


A few simple rules for the care 
of the dog during summer months 
will, if observed, reduce the ‘‘mad 
dog scare” to a minimum, if not 
actually remove it. 

The dog should have a good sup- 
ply of cool, fresh water at all times. 
Remember that your dog can per- 
spire only on his tongue. If his 
tongue is far out and he pants he 
isn’t mad. He’s just hot. 

The dog should not be exercised 
during the hot hours of the day. 
If he is exercised at all it should 
be during the early morning. hours 
or in the late afternoon. 


All dogs should be 
against rabies. And all dogs should 
wear a collar bearing the owner’s 
name and address. 

Dogs, like people, have short 
tempers during the hot days and 
months, Small children should not 
be permitted to maul or pull at 
the dog during the summer. He 
may snap at them and a ‘‘mad

Political Freedom. 

Political parties are wholesome, just 
so long as they stand for well-defined 
political principles. A man may well 
align himself in a general way with 
a certain party, because he believes its 
principles are hest for the welfare of 
country. But in practical politi- 
cal life we know that parties are far 
from being consistent, either in the 
expression or execution of political 
principles. For a man to commit him- 
self absolutely to the support of any 
party, irrespective of its variations in 
platforms or candidates, is to surren- 


‘der his inalienable right to choose for 


himself. It is to deliver this high and 
holy prerogative of his personality 
intu the keeping of party caucuses and 
committees. It is the substitution of 
loyalty to party, for loyalty to coun- 
try and to conscience, 

Let us not forget that the very es- 
sence of democracy is the right to 
choose. This places the responsibility 
for government upon the individual 
citizen. Without this responsibility 
there can be no real freedom, and no 
development of character. Responsi- 
bility challenges the intelligence and 
summons the personality to the bar 
of judgment. Blind party loyalty robs 


a man of this divine right to choose, 


For this reason there can be no whole- 
some democracy so long as political 


_ leaders can count on apy section or 


state to vote their party ticket at each 
election, irrespective of the principles 
and candidates which challenge their 
support. The citizens of Georgia and 
Pennsylvania, for example, have lit- 
erally surrendered their political free- 
dom in our national affairs, because 
political leaders for a half century 
were able to count their votes before 
they were cast in the ballot box. 
Religious Freedom. 

Now the essence of pure religion 
also is to be found in the right of the 
So 


form adopts a political program and 
seeks by any means to coerce its mem- 
bers to give it support, it violates both 
the spirit of democracy and the spirit 
of Jesus. Religion then has no right 
either to dictate to one the man or 
party for which he shall vote, nor 
even to ask for whom he does vote. It 
bas a right, however, to ask why he 
votes, because it should seek to probe 
and influence the motive of his choice. 

Let me insist, at the risk of being 
misunderstood, that in any political 
issue the moral question is never so 
simple that you can call one side right 
and the other side wrong, with abso- 
lute certainty. The vital question is 
whether the man who votes is right or 
wrong within himself. Two men might 
well stand on opposite sides of any 
political question, and both might be 
right, or both might be wrong, accord- 
ing to the purity of their motives and 
loyalty to their conscientious convic- 
tions.

Cotton Goods To Increase 
Demand for Raw Siaple 


Editor Constitution: In referring 


to cotton, and the course of the mar-. 


ket, it has become general to dismiss 
the possibility of sustained 
prices for cotton with the’ simple 
statement “There is too much cotton.” 
Viewing the situation superficially 
and considering the carry-over of 13,- 
298,000 bales of raw cotton at the be- |, 
ginning of the current cotton year, 
such a statement carries weight. 

But a careful analysis of the whole | 
situation presents a different conclu- 
sion. Carry-over figures, in order to 
properly represent the true situation 
in cotton, should include not only 
the raw cotton but also the finished 
product whether in the hands of man- | 
ufacturer, merchant or consumer. We | 
are, therefore, presenting below some 
figures which, in our opinion, mini- | 
mize the burden of the apparent large 
carry-over of raw cotton. 

During the three years, August 1, 
1926, to July 31, 1920, the total pro- 
duction was 45,674,000 bales. 

During the same period, total con- 
sumption was 46,550,000 bales.

Her name, however, was not directly 
linked with any man’s until as late as 
1930.

While these rumors floated about, the 
elderly widow went to Paris and there 
met Dr. Rodovan N. Delitch, surgeon 
of the French Legion of Honor, who 
had served as personal physician to 
Crown Prince George of Serbia. She 
was attracted by the debonair, hand- 
some doctor and, although he was 
thirty years her junior, they were mar- 
ried. After a delightful around-the- 
world honeymoon “Queen Susanna” 
and her young husband settled down 
in her Pasadena home. A 

Yet it was only fifteen months later 
that she sued him for divorce, claim- 
ing that she had “fled in fear” to Salt 
Lake City from Delitch because of his 
“disreputable” habits. Even after the 
divorce, Dr. Delitch insisted that he 
loved Susanna. He went to Paris but, 
becoming desperate, he decided last 
December to return to America. He 
must see her. 

He must have brooded considerably 
during the voyage because one night 
he penned a note, saying he was com- 
mitting suicide, and then proceeded to 
do so by hanging himself in his cabin. 

After this tragedy the ‘‘Silver Queen” 
withdrew from society. Then came 
the startling news that she would sell 
her home, as well as all her treasures.

a4 E WANT beer!” 
How familiar that 
sounds! But, believe 


it or not. these arggthe ‘vords of 
James Edward Oglethorpe, found- 
er of Georgia, uttered October 7 
1738. after three years of prohib! 
tion in his colony. 

Today the same cry is heard 
and city governments in every 
section of Georgia, from Atlanta 
to the sea. are hastening to 
legalize the sale of beer in open 
violation of the bone drv state 
constitution. Obviously. we still 
want beer. 

Two centuries ago these well- 
known words were the distress call 
of the first great experiment in 
the suppression of hard liquors 
attempted in the western world. 
According to contemporary writ- 
ers, the town of Savannah was 
then overrun with .“bootleggers” 
and there were “speakeasies” on 
every block. Vice and debauchery 
were practiced openly. and drunk- 
en whites and Indians went 
“howling through the streets.” 
(Smugglers landed their goods un- 
molested. while constables. sold 
protection, and high officers of 
His Majesty. King George II, 
were suspected of receiving bribes 
And despite convincing evidence 
of guilt, not a jury could be found 
that would bring in a conviction 
on the sale of rum.) 

It was a desperate moment for 
Ogiethorpe. Engaged on St. 
Simon Island in guarding the 
southern frontier from Spanish 
attack. he could do nothing to 
remedy conditions at Savannah. 
Send over a Cargo of at least 50 
or 60 Tuns of Strong Beer.” he 
urgently wrote the Colonial Trus- 
tees, “since Beer being cheap, 1s 
the only means to keep Rum out 
of the Colony. Thank God, there 
is none in this part!” 

Georgia tne 4eet of tne. is 
colonies, was founded February 1, 
1733. when a settlement was made 
on a high bluff overlooking the 
River Savannah. 16 miles from 
the sea. The colony was to serve 
a dual purpose—to provide a 
haven for persecuted British deb- 
tors and to act as a barrier to 
prevent northward expansion of 
Spanish dominion. 

Rum is not mentioned in the 
Roval Charter, eranted June 3Q, 
1732. but the idea of prohibition 
must have been rooted in the 
paternalistic mind of Oglethorpe 
from the outset. A gentleman 
from Charles Town, visiting Sa- 
vannah a few weeks after the 
first transport of colonists jand- 
ed, reported in the South Carolina 
Gazette, March 22, 1733: “He 
keeps a strict Discipline. I never 
saw one of his People Drunk, or 
heard one swear, all the time I 
was there. He does not allow them 
Rum, but, in lieu. gives them Eng- 
lish Beer .. . It iS surprising to 
see how cheerfully the Men go to 
work, considering they have not 
been bred to it. There are no 
idjer there; even the Boys and 
Girls do their parts.” 

Before long, however, other set- 
tlements followed the founding 
of Savannah, and the good gen- 
eral, unable to be everywhere at 
once. lost direct control of his 
people, and evidently liquor then 
became a problem. 

In little more than a vear the 
Colonia! Trustees were busy 
planning the first American 
Sahara-—-a Sahara with generous 
oases, but from the popular point 
of view unpleasantly dry. It was 
not difficult to pass this first pro- 
hibition law. No Anti-Saloon 
Leagues, nor Christian Temper- 
ance Unions were needed. There 
were no crusades nor elections. 
Destiny was in the hands of the 
Trustees alone, and by January 
9, 1735, they had prepared “An 
Act to prevent the Importation 
and Use of Rum and Brandies in 
the Province of Georgia.” which 
WAS approved soon after bv the 
Privy Council and received the 
King’s signature on April 3. 

From the preamble to the act, 
it is possible to discover some of 
the arguments used suading 
the king to drastic an 
innovation in the government of 
one of his colonial provinces. 
brief: “Whereas, it is found 
Expe f

rience that the use of the 
Liquors called Rum and Brandy in 
the Province of Georgia are more 
particularly hurtfull and pernicious 
to Man's Body and have been at- 
tended with dangerous Maladies 
and fatal distempers, and if not 
timely prevented will in all likels 
hood ruin the colony and frus- 
trate Your Majesty's good and 
fatherly Intentions, and whereas. 
We, Your Majesty's most dutiful 
Subjects. the Trustees for estab- 
lishing the Colony of. Georgia in 
America, have received com- 
plaints from the Chiefs of Several 
Indian Nations. Inhabiting near to 
Your Majesty's colony, of great 
disorders amongst them Occasion- 
ed by the use of these liquors 
we humbiv beseech Your 
Majesty that may be enacted.’ 
It was a psychological moment 
to approach the King on the sub- 
ject of prohibition. Gin drinking 
had become an all-absorbing pas- 
sion in London and leaders in 
both church and government were 
thoroughly alarmed by the enor- 
mous extent to hich the habit 
had grown. In 1729. parliament 
passed the first Gin Act bv which 
an excise dut\ f five shillings 
per alin pased and the 
retailer had to pay 20 pounds a 
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law, proving ineffectual, was re- 
pealed in 1733, and a universal 
orgy of drinking followed that was 
said to have been terrible. The 
Grand Jury of Tower-Hamlets re- 
ported: 

“It is with great Trouble that 
we observe the number of Gin- 
Shops, not only to multiply in 
every street, but also that we find 
in many places it is privately sold, 
and that every separate room in 
some Houses is becoming a place 
for vending Distilled Liquors; for 
that ‘if not timely restrained) we 
fear the number of Sellers will 
soon be near equal to the Drink- 
ers of the General Poison. The 
Effects of these pernicious Liquors 
are to all sober Christians a mat- 
ter of the highest Abomination; 
for how often do we hear the 
name of the Great God profaned 
by these intoxicated drinkers, 
while they are swallowing down 
their own Destruction? How often 
are the Publick Streets infested 
with these abominable Wretches, 
whose wicked Oaths and Impreca- 
tions would endanger the drawing 
down God's Vengeance on this 
Kingdom, were it not fer his in- 
finite Mercy? How often do we see 
Women as well as Men, lying in 
the very Channels and Corners of 
Streets like dead Carcases, gen- 
erally without Cloathes to pro- 
tect them from the inclemency of 
the Weather, or cover their Nak- 
edness and Shame? How many 
Breaches of the Peace, dangerous 
Assaults and often Murders have 
been occasioned by this Deluge of 
Debauchery?” 

The Rev. Stephen Hales, D. D.. 
F. R. S., one of the leading scien- 
tists of the dav and a passionate 
advocate of temperance, cam- 
paigned against the Gin menace 
in London by publishing anony- 
mously several pamphlets to show 
that distilled spirituous liquors 
were “The Bane of the Nations.” 
He conducted numerous experi- 
ments with alcohol which con- 
vinced him that gin, brandy and 
rum, taken internally, had a 
malignant effect on the human 
body. They caused flesh to harden. 
he said, blood to thicken, and 
dried up tender infants who 
suckled the poison in their moth- 
er’s milk. Hales argued also in 
one of his tracts that British 
trade and the Landed Interests 
suffered greatly by the distilling 
and importation of _ spirituous 
liquors, which destroyed men’s ap- 
petites and-cut down the con- 
sumption of food products. And 
he gave a disturbing picture of 
“the several Disorders and Im- 
moralities occasioned by This 
Sort of Excess.” 


Hales, with Sir Joseph Jekyll, 
Master of the Rolls in the House 
of Commons, was chiefly instru 
mental in procuring the passage 
of the Gin Act of 1736, which by 
a high excise tax and license, ef- 
fectively put a stop to the orgies 
that were taking place in Lon- 
don. 


Both Hales and Jekyll were 
friends of Oglethorpe, and they 
were also associated with him 
from the beginning in the Geor- 
gia project. It is probable that 
through their influence the Trus- 
tees concluded to foist prohibition 
on the colony despite the fact that 
popular opinion among the com- 
mon people in London proclaimed, 
“No Gin, No King!” 

At any rate, His Majesty. was 
pleased to comply with the Trus- 
tees’ wishes, in consequence of 
which, he commanded that: “No 
Rum or Brandies nor anv other 
kind of Spirits or Strong Waters, 
by whatsoever name they are or 
may be distinguished. shall be 
imported or brought aShore either 
by Land or Water in anv Ship 
or Ships, Vessel or Vessels, in any 
Cart or Carts, Carriage or Car- 
riages, either by Man or horse 
into anv Port. Haven, Creek, 
Town, Village, or other Place or 
Port. by any Person or Persons, 
either mixt or unmixt, and that 
all such Rum and ie Brandies, 
spirits or Strong Waters, either 
mixt or unmixt, which shall be 
Imported or brought into the 
Province contrary to this act, in 
whose hands or custody or in 
what Place soever they shall be 
found, shall and may be forth- 
with publickly Staved and Spilt in 
the presence of such Officer as 
shall for that Purpose be appoiht- 
ed by the Common Council of the 
Trustees.” 

Severe fines were designated as 
penalties against anyone convicted 
of selling liquor or attempting to 
Save any of it ordered by the court 
to be staved and spilt. Old-timers, 
guilty of a second offense. were 
to be “disabled from executing 
any office or Imployment in the 
Province.” One-half of the fines 
thus imposed were to be set aside 
for the use of any person who 
would bring in information and 
bear witness against his boot- 
legging neighbors. 

With regard to 
traffic in beer 
Trustees added: nd the better 
to prevent prophane Cursing and 
Swearing, Vice and Debauchery, 
too frequently occasioned by Tip- 
pling Houses and disorderly pub- 
lick Houses, be it further enacted 
that if any Person shall sell out 
by retail any Wine, Beer, Ale, or 
other Liquors either publickly or 
privately without first having ob- 
tained authority in writing, such 
nerson shall forfeit for every such 
offense the sum of 20 pounds 
Sterling.” which, if translated into 
American money of today, would 
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probably amount to a sum of no 
less than five hundred dollars. 
The Eighteenth Century Vol- 
stead Act took effect on June 24. 
1735, and the Trustees could con- 
gratulate themselves on having 
createc what they expected to 
be a magnificent Utopia, a haven 
of temperance, in the New World. 


Georgia presented an idea! site 
for the trial of prohibition. It was 
a region of impenetrable forests 
and swamps intersected by tidal 
streams and marshes that made 
overland trade practically impos- 
sible. Materials were not available 
for the native manufacture of 
hard liquors and the nearest mar- 
kets for the purchase of rum 
were in distant New England and 
in Jamaica. Ocean traffic was 
hazardous and infrequent, and 
cargoes destined for the colony in 
these first few years, by necessity, 
must be made up of food, cloth- 
ing, implements and supplies of 
various kinds essential for the 
maintenance of life in the wilder- 
ness, 

Strong drink was not permitted 
aboard the emigrant ships bound 
for Georgia, but from the’ mo- 
ment ‘hey dropped anchor in 
Tybee Roads at the mouth of the 
Savannah River it was necessary 
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for incarceration in the wilder- 
ness. 


“These means,” continued 
Brownfield, “have been chiefly 
used by a number of Scotch Gen- 
tlemen who arrived here soon 
after Mr. Oglethorpe went for 
England in 1734. Instead of im- 
proving their lands, they fell into 
trade & thereby dispirited the 
poor inhabitants of Savannah 
from any attempts that way. 
When thev had ingrossed most 
part of the trade, they advanced 
their prices & by fair outward 
pretense drew an abundance of 
people into debt, soon after which 
they threatened to serve execu- 
tions in order to get houses & 
lands mortgaged to them. They 
have drained the ready money 
into their own hands, but seem 
now to be at a full stand 


“Credit has proved very hurt- 
ful to those who have received it, 
for they quitted all thoughts of 
labour upon finding that. goods 
could be had without. When the 
workmen had contracted a habit 
of idleness, their creditors (‘the 
shopkeepers) were enraged & 
served executions upon them. In- 
deed, this harsh manner of getting 
paid sometimes answered the 
traders’ present end, but always 


Put Villa Royal in the log house 
for disobeying orders on duty. 

“Oct. 6. Brought John Scott be- 
fore the bayliffs on an informa- 
tion of his selling Rum. I: search- 
ed the house per warrant & found 
an anchor cask with about 2 gal- 
lons in it, which I have now in 
custody. 


“Oct. 9. Brought William Ster- 
ling before Mr. Parker for 10s 6d 
due to Mrs. Turner for laying her 
servant maid of a child. He paid 
the money & was discharged. 


“Nov. 11. Committed to my care 
William Hicks for assaulting with 
intent to murder his master, John 
Brownfield, with a naked sword.” 

In November Oglethorpe found 
it necessary to return to England 
for a few months and soon after 
his departure, Thomas Causton., 
chief magistrate, wrote urgently to 
the trustees: “I must repeat my 
desire that you would be please 
to give some written directions to 
the eonstables and- magistrates 

. how to act in judiciall mat- 
ters. In the present eircumstances, 
those who would do their duty, 
meet with Great Discouragements. 
And there is little probability that 
any law will be duly executed. I 
find our grand jurys don’t care to 
find bills of indictment for selling 
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“The town of Savannah was over-run with ‘bootleggers’ 
ticed openly, and drunken whites and Indians went ‘howling through the streets.’ 
bad did the situation become on October 7, 


the law-abiding inhabitants. 
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them to be looked on as favour- 
ably as ever. 

“Surely this is not so incurable, 
but yet we may hope to see it ef- 
fected when the General comes. 
He will not be defeated easily in 
so good a purpose. To speak my 
mind freely. I am firmly perswad- 
ed that the well being or utter 
Ruin of this Town depends upon 
it. 

“These are the Nurserys of all 
Villany, where Servants are de- 
bauched, and defraud their Mas- 


ters of anything they can lay 
their hands on, to purchase such 
Spirits, which the Sellers take as 
readily as mony and are privy to 
their contrivances too often.” 


Undoubtedly, Oglethorpe would 
have put these speakeasies out of 
business, if he could, for he ab- 
horred rum. He was thoroughly 
sincere in trying to enforce pro- 
hibition. He was convinced that 
strong drink was harmful to the 
human body. “The Mortality in 
America is Chiefly owing to dis- 
tilled liquors,” he reports. “The 
mixing of them with water makes 
them less hurtfull. but is very 
far from mak4ng them wholesome. 

“At St. Andrew's, where no dis- 
tilled Liquors were drank, they 
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and there were ‘speakeasies’ in every block. Vice and debauchery were prac- 
This was not only distressing but dangerous to 
1738 that General Oglethorpe wrote the Colonial

to post a guard to keep rum from 
being introduced. John Brown- 
field, in charge of'a group of im- 
migrants, reported: “We had Or- 
ders to stave all Rum that should 
be brought & to keep the offend- 
ers prisoners. We performed the 
order strictly and spilt at differ- 
ent times a Bottle & a Cask of 
Rum.” 

On returning from England 
early in 1736, Oglethorpe found 
it strategically necessary to make 


his headquarters in the southern 
part of the province. From Fred- 
erica on the 28th of March, he 
wrote: “Things go well here con- 
sidering the few men I have with 
me .. . The Beer at first was 
excellent good, and a great deal 
of it is so still, but there is a 
good deal which I am afraid of, 
it having lain exposed to the 
Rain & Sun in open Boats, & if 
the Casks had not been very good, 
and Iron bound we had lost it, 
the wooden hoops being all flown.” 
This report was made during the 
midst of preparations for the im- 
pending Spanish invasion which 
kept Oglethorpe so hurried that he 
had time only for a brief note to 
the Trustees. Yet he seems to 
have considered the possibility of 
a beer shortage in the light of a 
major calamity. “To provide for 
the worst,” he said, “I have bought 
some beer & other things from 
Mr. Ellis, a Merchant and Alder- 
man of Philadelphia, and a friend 
to Mr. Penn, who came in here 
to the Assistance of the Colony.” 


Meanwhile, conditions in Sa- 
vannah were becoming intolerable. 
John Brownfield, Trustees’ Agent. 
reported that the people had 
grown effeminate and were wast- 
ing their time idling about the 
town. “The Shop Keepers have 
used such Extartion.” he said. 
“partly by taking advantage of 
the Peoples’ Necessities. partly 
through the extravagant prices 
they, themselves, paid for goods 
from Carolina, that they are gen- 
erally hated, but more particularly 
so for their having frequently 
taken out executions & imprison- 
ed the persons indebted to them 
after two or three months’ credit.” 


Thus, in little more than three 
vears the main purpose of the 
colony was being defeated, and 
the poor English debtors had 
merely exchanged a London gaol 


proved destructive in its conse- 
quences, for the labouring man, 
being pulled to pieces, could not 
for some months after afford to 
buy himself any more goods... 
The town is overstocked with 
goods, & trade is at a very low 
ebb.”

In the early months of 1736 the 
population of the northern area 
of the province could not have 
numbered more than five hun- 
dred people, but already there 
were half a dozen or so houses 
licensed to sell beer and wine, 
and tippling houses where rum 
was sold illegally were becoming 
numerous. By far the most popu- 
lar of the early beer emporiums 
was Jenkyns’s Bar, the proprietor 
of which assured the trustees soon 
after he opened for business that, 
“Ye People will have but Little 
incuredgment from me to spend 
a Great Deal of thair mony at my 
House. I shall take care to act 
as near as Posseble to Sar. Ogle- 
thorpe’s orders.” Then he con- 
tinues cuaintly: “I have finished 
ve Best House in ye Colony. And 
in a fortnight I shall have a very 
Good underground seller which is 
very good in this Country for 
Keeping Bear.” 

From the journal of William 
Gough, on guard duty at Savan- 
nah in the late summer and 
autumn of 1736 it is quite obvious 
that not a few persons of criminal 
tendencies had taken up residence 
in the colony in spite of. all the 
efforts of the Trustees to keep 
such undesirables out. 


“Sept. 6. Tippling houses recom- 
mended to the care of the officers. 


“Sens. 15. I went and took 
Henry Green by virtue of war- 
rant for killing hogs and convert- 
ing them to his own use. He was 
committed to the Guard House. 


“Sept. 19. Brought Mrs. Cun- 
dal before the magistrates for 
stealing fowls. She was ordered to 
stand two hours at the whipping 
post with a paper on her breast 
denoting her crime, but she, mak- 
ing a confession & promise of 
amendment, was forgiven. 

“Sept. 27. Brought James Dean 
Jr. before ye Magistrates for 
stealing shingles. 

“Sept. 30. Set 2 men in the 
stocks for drunkenness. They were 
sailors belonging to the Grenadier. 


Rum (tho‘ fully proved). You will 
easily see, therefore, the circum- 
stances I am in as to that particu- 
lar when in pursuance of that 
law.” 

Early in the following year 
George Whitefield, one of the 
greatest divines of all time, set 
sail for Savannah where he soon 
made himself tremendously popu- 
lar with the common people who 
flocked to hear him preach. He 
founded Bethesda, the first or- 
phanage in America, and he plant- 
ed the seeds of Methodism, but he 
seemed to have no power to curb 
the great thirst that was rapidly 
growing under the hot suns of 
His Majesty's terribly dry prov- 
ince. 

Whitefield immediately observed 
that the people of Savannah were 


many of them lew’d and drinkers 
of rum “in spight of the law 
against it, even to the killing of 
themselves,’ and that they were 
very lazy. He also charged the 
Chaplain of Col. Oglethorpe’s 
regiment with being a drunkard 
who married people at Savannah 
“without License from the Magis- 
trate in kitchens & cellars, some 
of whom had wives or husbands 
living.” Later he wrote the trus- 
tees that he had been at Fred- 
erica and Darien and knew not 
which was in the worse condition. 
He said that Frederica was wholly 
kept up by the soldiery, and that, 
too, he feared by intemperance. 


When Oglethorpe again arrived 
in the colony early in 1738, it was 
to find the control of rum com- 
pletely out of hand. The growing 
population was much too thirsty 
to be satisfied with soft drinks. 
Consequently, he put in his rush 
order for 50 or 60 tuns of strong 
beer. “since Beer being cheap, is 
the only means to Keep Rum 
out!” 

Col. William Stephens, the new 
secretary to the Trustees, wrote 
his superiors from Savannah: 
“And were it not for one cursed 
Evill which is got among us, and 
which all the Endeavours of the 
Magistrates have not yet been 
able to root out, (1 mean that 
Scandalous practice of selling 
Rum in private Houses), I varily 
think we might expect such a 
Reformation among these people 
as would be well pleasing to the 
Honourable Trustees, & entitle 


lost out of two companys of 100 
men each, but three, and at Port 
Royal, where Rum was drank, we 
lost out of one company between 
40 & 50 in one year, and I can 
assure you, if Rum is allowed in 
any shape here, the Soldiers will 
be unfit for Action, and the In- 
habitants for labour, & sickness 
will be as fatal as at Jamaica, 
which will then be imputed to the 
Climate. 


“ As for the Magistrates being 
unable to enforce the Laws, it is 
the fault of such Magistrates. I 
am sure that here (Frederica) the 
laws are strictly put in execution. 


“Besides the Health of the Peo- 
ple, the consumption of Beer and 


Wine is greatly more beneficial to 
Trade than distilled Liquors. They 
employ more Shipping. Beer is the 
Manufaeture of Britain. It em- 
ploys many hands who pay Rents 
and Taxes. Wine comes from 
Madeira and is paid for by Eng- 
lish goods, and this employs the 
poor English manufacturer. And 
the importing of molasses, which 
is the material for small Beer 
here, is more beneficial to the 
Sugar Colonies than the import- 
ing of Rum, since Rum is a Com- 
modity that will sell anywhere as 
well as in this Colony, but Mo- 
lasses is a Drug of but little vent 
elsewhere.” 

Heavy drinking, however, went 
merrily on to the great displeasure 
of Oglethorpe and all teetotal- 
ers in the colony. Thomas Jones, 
overseer of the Trust servants, 
complained of “the Negligence of 
Officers in permitting Several in 
this Town to retail Rum & Strong 
Liquors unlicensed, who have no 
other visible way of livelyhood, 
where servants resort and are en- 
couraged to rob their masters.” 


Col. Stephens, himself, was hav- 
ing serious difficulties with his 
domestic staff. Two of his ser- 
vants went on a week-end spree 
and evidently painted the town 
red, for which the enraged Colon- 
er haled them into court the fol- 
lowing Monday morning for a 
strict examination of their “Sat- 
urday night’s Debauchery.” “And 
it appeared,” exclaims the Colonel, 
“that in the space of so short a 
time, they had visited no less than 
four houses, and had bought and 
drank Rum in them all. Which 


was the less to be wondered at, 
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when it was so notoriously known, 
that those Private Rum Shops 
were becoming as common among 
the People in proportion as Gin 
Shops formerly at London.” 

Col. Stephens was so exercisea 
over the affair that he called on 
Magistrate Causton and talked for 
two hours about the “zreat mis- 
chief” he apprehended would en- 
Sue from the unlimited number 
of houses that sold liquors pri- 
vately. He was exasperated by the 
fact that, although the identity 
of the lawbreakers was known to 
government officials, nothing was 
done to suppress the evil. He 
pointed out particularly the bad 
effect the cheap New England 
spirits was having on the work- 
ing people. 

“Causton entirely agreed with 
me in Opinion,” Stephens says in 
the journal he kept for the Trus- 
tees. “He said that he had given 
it in charge to the constables and 
tvthing-men at the several courts 
that were held to present all such 
unlicensed houses. but that he 
could never get any such thing 
done. which he could find no oth- 
er reason for, than an unwilling- 
ness to be the authors of severity 
towards their neighbors. 

“I told him I wished there was 
not a worse reason for it, and 


that some among them had not 
been private Factors to help such 
Houses to those liquors they sold, 
and found a profit in it them- 
selves. For such things had been 
whispered to me as greatly sus- 
pected. Another court being holden 
in a few days, I told him, I did 
not doubt but he would enforce 
that affair home. And he said, to 
be sure, nothing should be want- 
ing in him to suppress it, if pos- 
sible.” 

But Magistrate Causton was 
again "nable to get results, and 
Secretary Stephens writes the 
Trustees, “I have the satisfaction 
to say that the whole proceedings 
of the court were carried on with 
great caecency & to good effect 
‘except only where Rum came in 
question. The Jury could not be 
prevailed on to declare anv crime 
in the persons who sold it.) 

Thomas Jones was incensed by 
the conditions existing in Savan- 
nah. Among the numerous come- 
plaints he listed were: “The Un- 
common Lewdness practiced by 
many and gloried in: the profana- 
tion of the Lord’s Day, when at 
Church in time of Divine Serv- 
ice. one can hear continual firing 
of guns by »eople that are shoote 
ing at some game, & others carrv- 
ing burthens on wheelbarrows by 
ye Church door. 

“IT need not mention Profane 
Swearing and Drunkenness,” he 
continues. “There is the notorious 
Mr. Baileff Parker. whom I have 
seen wallow in ve mire. 


“On Monday last in the eve- 
ning, he went to Jenkin’s ‘(a pube- 
lick house), where ‘for entertain- 
ment of the company) he agreed 
for a bow! of punch that Jenkins 
should be Magistrate and he the 
Landlord for the enight. They 
stript themselves before the com- 
pany and exchanged cloaths. 
Parker called for liquor, but Jen- 
kins exercised his new authority 
in a very despotic manner, not 
only by calling his host, Parker, 
Drunken Swab and other oprobri- 
ous names, but he chastised him 
and threw him down.” 

Kenneth Baillie, Ensign to the 
Darien Company of Rangers, cap- 
tured by the Spanish and carried 
to Old Spain, escaped and after 
making his way to England, re- 
ported to the Earl of Egmont, 
President of the Trustees, that 
Bailiff Henry Parker was a sot. 
It seems likely that this brief 
summary of the magistrate’s char- 
acter was not exaggerated, and in 
time he was removed from office. 
Otherwise being a valuable man, 
however, he was later re-instated 
and finally became president of 
the Georgia colony, but to the 
very end he remained a drunk- 
ard. Ensige Baillie also naively 
reported that “Tis the universal 
opinion in Georgia that Rum 
Punch is very wholsom, and would 
contribute to the health of the 
people.” 

And Mr. Carteret, a landholder 
of 500 acres in the southern di- 
vision of Georgia, told the Trus- 
tees that. whatever they had 
heard to the contrary, rum Was as 
commonly drunk in Frederica as 
in Savannah. 

In fact. the Scotch Highlander 
settlement on the Altamaha seems 
to have been about the only dry 
spot in the legally dry colony, in 
consequence of which Captain 
Thompson on returning to Eng- 
land informed the Earl of Egmont 
that “The People of Darien multi- 
ply, but the children born in the 
North division of the Province die 
very fast, owing to the badness 
of the women, and their drinking 
Rum which spoils their Milk.” 

Then Robert Hows, late parish 
clark at Savannah, added to the 
dismal picture of the colony by re- 
porting that “The Free Mason 
Company, having spent all their 
money, is now broke up. And 
whilst they subsisted, they met 
every Saturday at the Tavern, & 
revelled there ‘till 2 oclock next 
morning, when they would reel 
home.” He also said, “The Rum 
Act is not at all regarded, but if 
any man has but a shilling, he 
lays it out in that liquor without 
providing himself with shoes or 
cloaths. From high to low the 
magistrates drink it and are un- 
willing to enquire what others do 
in it. It is this that makes so 
many people idle there; even the 
servants not caring to work above 
3 hours. running to public houses, 
and spending the rest of the day 
there.” 

Captain Roger Lacy, one of the 
founders of the town of Thunder- 
bolt, near Savannah, “Died by 
drinking too liberally.” And the 
Widow Lacy continued to live at 
Thunderbolt after his death “un- 
der suspicion of a very bad char- 
acter.” She finally married Joseph 
Hetherington. one of her inden-

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ENROUTE 
TO STARDOM 
Campus Beauty Is

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ROBABLY the year’s most tempestuous stu- 

dent uprising broke out at the University of 

_ Missouri late in the current semester. It 

was fought so bitterly among the students them- 
selves that they split into two warring factions, 
with impromptu speeches, Jengthy arguments 
and even threats of physical violence stil] re- 
sounding along the tree-lined campus walks. 
_  QOne aggressive student group rallied around 
James Freedman, fiery president of the student 
council, who sounded the keynote of his forces. 
Said he: 

“To try to prevent necking and drinking and 
the like between the men and women students is 
useless. If there were no university rules and so- 
cial regulations, personal ideals would govern 
Students just as well.” 

The other faction, which fought just as ag- 

gressively, took for a keynote the statement of 
Albert K. Heckel, dean of men, who said: 
_. his is a university, not a preparatory school, 
and the students are expected to have a certain 
amount of common sense and judgment. Our 
rules are not drastic. 

Freedman and his supporters demanded that 
faculty control of student behavior be tossed 
aside in favor of a plan whereby the students 
would govern themselves. 

They argued that a student tribunal should 
be formed which would have all the powers to 
control student morals, campus behavior and un- 
dergraduate activities which now are vested in 
the Faculty Disciplinary Committee. 

Freedman claimed that half of the student 
body of nearly 7.000 men and women supported 
him in the plan, which is not unlike the student 
governing systems favored in California and at 
many of the large eastern universities. 

_ The other faction booed Freedman, dubbing 
his proposal “too drastic and politically inspired.” 
They were just as violent in their opposition as 
Freedman and his followers were in their argu- 
ments. The battle waged for many days. _ 

Finally, when sentiment was at the highest, a 
campus-wide student election was held, and the 
plan was voted down by a close majority. Imme- 
diately Freedman’s proponents cried “Crooked 
politics!” and demanded a recount. As this was 
written the rival camps were stil] warring, and 
the breach was growing wider every day. 

College students from coast to coast have 
staged similar uprisings during the past year. 
Many of them were aimed at what the students 
termed “outmoded” restrictions on their be- 
havior, and against faculty censorship of student 
morals. 2 

Recognizing an unmistakable young people’s 
movement taking form, this magazine prepared 
a series of articles, of which this is a chapter, to 
paint the whole nation-wide picture.

ae of the most successful and most audacious of all 
Mexican swindling devices, that of “The Spanish 

Prisoner,” is described in the following article by 
“Rojo” (“Red’’) Leonard, the adventurous young Ameri- 
can who is seeking along the Mexican border for material 
for a book he has in mind. 

The intricacies of the “racket” are explained to him 
by the guiding sp&it in his quest, pretty Chita. She 
amazes him with the gullibility of Americans in falling 
for so transparent a swindle, but tells him that it yields 
thousands of dollars every year. 

Last week “Red” took his readers into the lawless 
life of the border towns and gave them more than a 
peep into the manner in which visiting Americans “go 
to if” to appease their appetites for drugs and strong 
drink, 

In all his adventurings, ‘“‘Red’” admits that he has 
never found a bother-spot quite comparable with the 
Mexican border, where United States officials have a dif- 


ficult task in controlling conditions.

¢¢ ON’T look just now,’”’ Chita whisperingly 

D warned me, with a slim hand laid quickly

Chita looked 
at me as if I were a backward child. ‘‘The most 
famous prisoner Mexico has ever known. Why, 
the Man in the Iron Mask is a poor second.”’

Indeed, despite 
the openness of 
discussion prevalent in mixed student company, 
there were some blushes when the. questions 
were received. To be frankly interested as to 
their private social affairs was, after all, some- 
thing new. 

One of the questions had to do with what 
manner of past life the students would demand 
of the men and women they married. Another 
asked what the student would do if he or she 
found after marriage that his or her life partner 
had once overstepped the limits of propriety. 

Then several questions had to do with the 
standards of conduct expected by the students of 
their friends, and some others asked what factors 
governed the students in their social relationships.

When the students learned that faculty mem- 
bers had met with such stern reprimands a giant 
mass meeting was held to protest. The under- 
graduates even threatened to strike, and they 
termed the attitude of the campus rulers pru- 
dery. The protests soon died down, however. 

These Missouri uprisings have all been physi- 
cally peaceful. Students at Des Moines Univer- 
sity, in Des Moines, some time ago pelted faculty 
members with eggs and stones, and even swung 
their fists and threatened further violence in a 
protest against the administration of the college 
president, Dr. T. T. Shields. 

With cries of “‘Get Shields!” the students 
stormed the administration building one May 
afternoon where Dr. Shields was presiding at the 
final board meeting of the year. Eggs were hurled 
by student hands, and they splashed onto the 
meeting room table. They were followed by a 
bombardment of stones. ph 

Dr. Shields called police. Then he ordered a 
retreat. He and his trustees squeezed into a tiny 
closet and bolted the door after them. They had 
hardly found this shelter when the scudents, 
shrieking invectives, broke into the room. In the

“had been indefinitely closed,” and it still is. 

It is extremely rare that student resentment 
has broken out with such violence. Actual physi- 
cal combat between faculty and students has 
been limited to a few isolated cases.,, But the 
young people seem to have sensed their power. . 

They stage protest meetings, strikes and cam- 
paigns in student newspapers. And so the fight 
for a New Deal on the college campuses sweeps 
merrily on.

and window boxes. 

There are a great variety of 
tvpes, all of which are useful and 
beautiful. The most widely known 
and planted is the small-flowered 
bedding type of which Rosy Morn 
is the best known and liked. These 
peautiful little fellows cover them- 
selves with flowers from earl\ 
summer until frost, without ceas- 
ing. Often they are blooming in 
such profusion that it is almost 
impossible to see the plants them - 
elves. 

The double petunia is an old- 
fashioned favorite house plant. 
All petunias, including the doubles, 
may be raised from seed without 
a great deal of trouble if care is 
taken in preparing the proper 
sort of seed bed. They will grow 
in almost any location, although 
they do prefer at least a half 
day’s sun to really perform at 
their very best. 

The seed is very fine and the 
main trouble in growing from 
seeds is that they are generally 
planted a bit too deep. The seeds 
should not be covered with soil, 
but should be pressed into the soil 
lightly. Just as they are coming 
through the soil it is almost im- 
possible to see the little fellows 
and for this reason they are often 
washed awav by heavy watering. 

After the plants are about two 
or three inches tall in the seed 
box, they should be transplanted 
to the bed in which they will 
stay. Plant in rows or masses in 
the garden and a brilliant spot in 
the garden is assured. The pe- 
tunia is a rugged plant once it is 
started, and needs no coddling. 

Another annual that may be 
planted at this time with assur- 
ance of good fall flowers for the 
garden and for cutting, is the 
marigoid. There are two distinct 
types of marigolds—the French 
and the African. The French, 
best Known in the dwarf form. 
has rather small, tight, dark and 
highly colored flowers that appear 


in great profusion. The African 
tvpe has larger flowers, much 
more double in appearance, usual- 
ly seen in two colors, orange and 
vellow. 

A favorite fall bloomer is the 
cosmos. The old-fashioned single

cosmos should be planted in fairly 
poor ground, if that is possible 
That is an unusual statement to 
make about any flower, but if the 
ground is too rich, single cosmos 
will grow 10 or 12 feet tall and 
will mot flower as freely as if 
thev were planted in poorer soil. 
This beautiful fall flower orig- 
inally came from Mexico and is 
peculiarly adapted to this particu- 
lar section o fthe country. The 


colors that are usually seen are

There is a new type of cosmos 
that has been introduced within 
the past few years, commonly 
called double. This should right- 
ly be called crested, as the center 
is the only part of the bloom that 
is really double. The double sort 
may also be obtained in the same 
olors as the single, pink, white 
nd crimson. 

Another beauty belonging to the 
osmos is the yellow cosmos or 
idens humulus. This lovely 
lower grows about two to three 
eet tall and covers itself with 
ellow flowers. 

Start Hollyhocks From Seeds. 

This is the time of the year 
hat every gardener'’s fancy lightly 
‘urns to thoughts of perennials. 
The earlier that these are started 
from the seeds the larger and 
more vigorous will the plants be 
‘or transplanting during the early 
‘all into the garden. 


There is no more stately or 


jJecorative perennial than the 
hollyhock, and no more demo- 
cratic plant, as well as aristo- 
cratic. It graces the barnyard or 
the entrance to the millionaire’s 
estate with equal beauty. It even 
runs wild in the countryside and 
makes brilliant clumps along the 
roadways, after it once makes a 
start. 

While the hollyhock is correctly 
classified as a perennial, a great 
many gardeners treat it as a bi- 
ennial, in order that they may be 
sure of an abundance of plants 
—this is true because a rather 
large number of plants generally 
succumb during the year. A 
strange sort of evolution has taken 
place in the choice of types of 
hollyhocks. There was a time long 
ago when the single flowers were 
the more popular, after a number 
of vears these gave way to the 
double sorts that were usually 
borne on rather stubby stems. 
Now the tide seems to be turning 


again and the single sorts are 
once again becoming popular. 
They do seem to have a sort of 
grace that it not duplicated in the 
double varieties. 

There are many beautiful colors 
and strains in both double and 
single. The new Newport pink is 
one of the favorites and one of 
the finest colors in the whole 
range of hollyhocks. New strains 
and colors are offered almost 
every year by the various seed 
houses and some of these are trul 
beauties. 

The seeds germinate without 
any trouble. The main care is 


-as two 


that they be transplanted to a 
large pot—four or five-inch pots 
are generally best—just as soon 
leaves appear. This is 
done before the large tap root 
develops to such size that there is 
danger of breaking in transplant- 
ing. 

All of the other perennials may 
be planted now from seed. These 
include aquilegia, armeria, candy- 
tuft, clove  spinks,  coreopsis, 
daisies, delphiniums,  foxglove, 
feverfew, gaillardia, baby’s breath, 
perennial sweet pea, pansies, ori- 
ental poppy, rudbeckia and sweet 
William.

Smugglers’ King 


By PETER LEVINS. 


HE story of Al _ Lillien 
proves anew that this 1s 
a jland of golden oppor- 


tunity. History will rank Lillien 
as one of the outstanding prod- 
ucts of the Dry Era, for as Car- 
negie was to steel and Rocke- 
feller to oil so was Al to smug- 
gled hootch. In other words, the 
Works. Starting from nowhere, 
this smart little foreigner strug- 
glied up from the ranks until he 
was the ruler of what has been 
described somewhat extravagant- 
ly as an empire. It was only after 
he was shot to death in his New 
Jersey headquarters last March 
that the public began to realize 
how important a guy he was 

The name may be new to many 
readers, It was not, indeed, until 
his invisible kingdom was ex- 
posed that Lillien’s name figured 
at all in the newspapers. And 
even then he was largely neglect- 
ed in favor of the more spectacu- 
lar—or more shot at—creatures of 
the Prohibition Age.  Lillien’s 
whole. mob, in fact, kept out of 
the limelight very successfully, 
“and even today his leading lieu- 
tenants are almost never men- 
tioned in the news 

Yet it was Al Lillien who sup- 
plied practically the entire east- 
ern section of the United States 
with its smuggled liquors. It was 
he who broucht order out of con- 
fusion, introduced up-to-date 
methods, and generally conducted 
the racket like the Biz Business 
As a consequence, during 
a «ix months’ period in 1929. 
when the activities of the syndi- 
cate were at their height, this 
little Hungarian immigrant bank- 
ed more than $200,000 a month. 

Curiously enough, it was @ gOV- 
ernment radio inspector, working 
with his queer gadgets—mostly In 
his own modest home in Brook- 
Ivn. who threw a wrench into the 
tracking down, via the 
the so-called capital of 
far-flung realm.

The Lillien family came to this 
eountry from Hungary in 1910— 
Alexander Sr.. his wife, Rose, and 
the two boys, Alexander Jr.. 11, 
and ‘Villiam, 10. Settling in Eliza- 
beth. N. J.. the father bought a 
horse and cart. stocked it with 
trinkets and became a traveling 
peddler 

The family prospered. Lillien S! 
opened a produce store in Eliza- 
beth. The two boys worked for 
their father and eventually han- 
died the delivery end of the busi- 
ness. When an automobile truck 
replaced their horse and cart they 
became expert drivers. Soon a 
butcher department was added to 
the store and a second auto truck 
was required. 

About 1916 there 
man’s strike in Elizabeth. 
holders clamored for ice. 
companies announced they were 
willing to give it away if some 
means of delivery were devised. 
Young Al saw his chance, and 
presently, guarded by cold-evyed 
gangsters from Newark, he Was 
delivering ice at a very nice profit. 

When the ice strike ended, Al 
journeyed to Newark, at that time 
a hotbed of various kinds of vice, 
and sought out his hard- boiled 
friends. 

Then came the big break of 
modern criminal history—Prohibi- 
t10n. 

In Newark the new state of af- 
fairs produced what became 
known as the “Whisky Curb,” lo- 
eated in a district comprising 
Halsey street and Branford place, 
with McEnroe’s saloon as the 
headquarters. These two streets, 
for several blocks both ways, had 
for vears been the headquarters 
of liquor wholesalers. 

In the natural course of events 
hese dealers in whisky and kin- 
dred liquors were licensed by the 
federal government as “permit 
houses.” Stocks in their ware- 
houses could be disposed of to 
buvers armed with federal per- 
mits. especially those permits 
known as “Fourteen-tens.” 

Here was a situation ripe for 
the chiselers who swarmed all 
over that region. Government em- 
loves who had access to the per- 
mits passed them out to persons 
who had no legitimate reason for 
possessing them. And when genu- 
ine permits failed to meet the 
growing demand, it soon pro\ ed an 
easy matter to counterfe® them. 

Meanwhile a new profession 
came into being-—that of the curb 
broker. He served as gwide and 
eo-between, and managed to do 
very nicely for himself. For in- 
stance, a Stranger with a permit 
and a large truek would arrive. 
The broker would buttonhole him 
and ask him how many cases his 
nermit called for. If 1t were, Say, 
a thousand cases of rye, the broker 
would say, “Just a second—I'li 
make the arrangements.” Then he 
would disappear into one) of the 
wholesale houses. 

“What's vour price on a thou- 
ind cases of rye?” he'd inqui “e 
“Thirty dollars a case? Okay. 
Outside he would join the pro- 

spective buyer. “I can get you a 
sand cases of Old Kentucky 
t $32 a case.” 
the buver would pay the 
$32.000 in cash, and 
broker would pocket 
his commission Gne can 
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see what a nice little racket it 
was for these smart young men 
who otherwise might have been 
driven to honest employment. 

Al Lillien joined the ranks of 
the brokers on the Whisky Curb, 
but for quite a while he had to 
be content with comparatively 
small change. 

The big chance came one da} 
when a fellow arrived with a per- 
mit calling for no less than 30.000 
cases. More experienced brokers 
would have graded their profit to 
$1 or even 50 cents on such a 
huge order but Al gambled, 
quoted a price $2 above the whole- 
sale price, and a few minutes 
later had $60,000 in his jeans. This 
deal brought him from the rank of 
punk right up to the very center 
of the gang at McEnroe’s bar, 

Next, the hijacking racket ar- 
rived. In other words, the business 
of robbing liquor buyers of their 
cargoes. 

It was pointed out (very likely 
by Lillien) that the Fourteen-tens, 
probably unnoticed by the pur- 
chasers, specified that deliveries 
were to be made only in daylight. 
Why not pose as federal men, 
stick up trucks laden with booze 
in the night time, and confiscate 
the stuff” 

This operation proved immense- 
ly successful, so much so that be- 
fore long the brokers acquired 
great stocks of liquor and became 
wholesalers themselves. Lillien 
grew in importance because of his 
intimate knowledge of the high- 
wavs and byways of New Jersey. 
and also because of his business 
instinct. 

One of his jobs in the early days 
was the hijacking of a whole 
freight carload of whisky from 
Kentucky. 

This was late in 1921. Sam 
Gray, one of the bigger legitimate 
wholesalers in Newark, had order- 
ed a carload of whisky from a 
Kentucky distillery and a carload 
of alcohol from Ohio. The cars 
were moved to a siding in the 
Pennsylvania railroad yards at 
South Broad street, pending de- 
livery to Gray's warehouse. One 
night the engineer of a switching 
engine saw a group of men mov- 
about and watched several large 
trucks pull away from the yard. 

“Everything is okay, Pal,” said 
a voice beside the engine. And 
with that the stranger pushed a 
corrugated package into the cab. 

The package contained a case 
of whisky, and the engineer, in- 
stead of keeping his mouth shut, 
telephoned the yard master, who 
summoned the police. But before 
Detective Gene Heller, of the 
Newark police, arrived with a 
squad of men, the booze-laden 
trucks were well on their way. 

Lillien’s boys sped ‘along back 
roads with their handsome haul. 
A weak bridge caved in under one 
of the trucks, holding up the en- 
tire caravan. Fearing to turn-back, 
they unloaded the entire cargo 
and hid it in a near-by barn. The 
farmer who owned the barn found 
the stuff the next morning and 
notified the authorities. Much to 
the disgust of Lillien, the whole 
venture was a flop. 

After the freight car robbery the 
Whisky Curb got so much atten- 
tion from the authorities that it 
began to peter out. Accordingly, 
Al Lillien looked around for other 
ways of beating the prohibition 
law, and before long he was a 
verv important figure in the 
smuggling racket. 

Naturally, with his bankroll, he 
soon evidenced a desire for fine 
clothes and costly motorcars. In 
this desire, however, he was ham- 
pered by his inbred frugality, He 
would talk expansively about a 
Rolls Royce but when the time 
came he would buy something 
one-fourth as expensive. He 
couldn't help this. He was as lack- 
ing in extravagance as he was in 
humor. 

Farly in 1923 he met Beatrice 
Cohen, one of the two attractive 
daughters of Lazarus Cohen, pros- 
perous Newark businessman, To 
the amazement of mostly every- 
body, Miss Cohen seemed to like 
Al, and when he in turn gave 
her presents of expensive jewelry 
Lillien’s associates knew he was 
very seriously in love. The two 
were married January 27, 1924, 
and after a honeymoon in Canada 
—combining business with pleas- 
ure—Al promised his 2l-vear-old 
bride that he would quit the 
racket when he had $1,500,000 in 
the bank. 

In those davs the wily trader 
did not bother with owning any- 
thing in the way of rum boats, 
contact boats, trucks or anything. 
What he did was merely make the 
arrangements—still the commis- 
sion broker idea, in other words. 
He had formed contacts with 
Canadian distillers and shippers 
which made him just about the 
one man to see if vou wanted any 
first-class stuff. He charged 25 
per cent of the gross profits. 

One can see how his -usefulness 
in this connection must have been 
a sort of life insurance for him. 
Had he been rubbed out, the whole 
Smuggling racket would have 
been thrown into confusion, since 
there was no one who could take 
his place. Apart from this, he was 
not the type that incurred the 
enmity of other men, for he re- 
mained faithful to his wife, did 
not Mix In sporting activities, and 
never carried a gun himself. 

Soon after his wedding Lillien 
interested a number of Newark 
businessmen in the liquor smug- 
gling racket with the result that 
a combination was formed. with 
Al, aS usual, acting as the go- 
between. One of the partners was 
Benjamin L. Geltzieler. a member 
of a family which for peneramens 
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speedboats, docks, trucks,

had been identified with the liquor 
business in northern New Jersey. 

An incident in this venture oc- 
curred one afternoon in April, 
1924. Geltzieler and his associates, 
after a big deal, met in an office. 
on Broad street. Newark, to ap- 
portion the proceeds but were in- 
terrupted by three men who en- 
tered with guns blazing. Geltzieler 
fell dead across a desk, the hi- 
jackers snatched up what money 
they saw, and flied. When Gclt- 
zieler’s body was lifted from the 
desk his companions found —$42,- 
000 under it. 


Lillien, needless to say, 
on with the enterprise. 

One day during a trip to Canada 
he was approached by a rum ship 
captain who had lost so many 
boats he was considered a hoodoo 
and couldn’t get a berth. The man 
pleaded for Lillicn’s aid and offer- 
ed a bit of valuable advice in re- 
turn, 


He pointed out that the smug- 
glers were using an unnecessarily 
expensive process in their opera- 
tions. They were shipping liquor 
from Canadian ports for the 
Bahamas or Bermuda, thence back 
to Rum Row, off the American 
coast, and paying both export and 
import taxes. The captain said 
that the thing to do was ship 
from Canada to the Island of St. 
Pierre. a French possession off 
Harbor Grace, which had neither 
export nor import taxes. 

Lillien investigated, found that 
the man had communicated a 
great idea, and thereafter St. 
Pierre became one of the busiest 
liquor ports in the world. The un- 
emploved skipper, however, did 
not get a berth. 

In those comparatively early 
days the rum-running business 
was conducted on a strictly cash 
basis. It was not until several 
years later, when Lillien formed 
his own syndicate, that modern 
banking methods were introduced. 


Usually the transaction would 
follow the Chinese laundry ticket 
system, except that in the smug- 
gliing racket what they used were 
ordinary plaving cards. A card 
would be marked with the num- 
ber of cases to be taken off a rum 
Ship by a speedboat, and then cut 
in zig-zag fashion, the bootlegger 
retaining one-half and the bootleg 
chief the other. The rum ship 
captain would receive one-half of 
the card when he delivered the 
stuff to the speedboat, and when 
the time for settlement arrived 
the bootleg chief would match his 
half with the half held by the 
captain, 

Just when Lillien began plan- 
ning his own personal combine we 
do not know; very likely he had it 
in the back of his head for years. 
Actual organization began early 
in 1928. 


Into this syndicate he called a 
number of seasoned experts, per- 
mitting them to join in the fi- 
nancing and to realize in return 
a proportionate percentage of the 
profits. He bought rum _ ships, 
garages. 

syndicate's

He established the 
headquarters on a 
overlooking the ocean, 


Stalled a radio transmitting sta- 


tion to facilitate unloadings and 
other operations at sea. Also, he 
formed banking connections which 
did away with the strictly cash 
system formerly employed. 

The whole organization was 
worked out in accordance with the 
best business practice. There was 
an executive department headed 
by Lillien; a shipping department, 
consisting of the mother ships and 
contact boats; a trucking depart- 
ment; a sades department; a gen- 
eral utility department; and a 
liaison (or bribery) department. 

Books were kept, of course, and 
the employes had to make out ex- 
pense accounts. so that if a fel- 
low got his teeth knocked out by

somebody he could put in a bill 
for dental repairs. 
According to the government in 


the trial, Lillien was the master 
mind, Harold Lindauer, a sort of 
understudy to Lillien; James F. 
Murphy was in charge of the op- 
erations at sea; Andrew Richards 
in charge of the land operations; 
Edwin Bitter, his brother Ralph 


and William Lillien in charge of 
business outside the state; and 
John Calandrieilo was supervisor 
of the trucking department. 
These were, allegedly, the big 
shots of the combine. Al Lillien 
and Andy Richards each rated 23 
per cent and the others varying 
portions. There were, of course. 
scores of other employes, including

tured servants, and they went into) 
the business of cattle stealing. 
Col. Stephens reported that 
Hetherington and two other set- 
tlers “were imprisoned for steal- 
ing and killing other Men's cattel. 
and barriling up the same to sell 
in Carolina, for Rum to supply 
Savannah therewith by stcalth.’ 
The rogues, he later recorded, 
broke gaol and fled. 
Cattle thieving became one of the 
big rackets of the day. Oglethorpe 
wrote the Trustees on July 4, 
1739, “that for want of Rangers, 
Stealing of cattle & killing them 
in the woods was grown com- 
mon, so that it was dangerous to 
let them out, which yet they must, 
the people having neither enclos- 
ure or food for them. That at Sa- 
vannah there was scarce a man 
had one hog left, tho’ when he 
last left the Province there were 
several hundreds.” 


Captain Dunbar, who made 
voyages across the Atlantic, gave 
the Trustees a very discouraging 
account of their chicf town. He 
told them that the public garden 
was in a miserable condition, that 
the land was so bad that nothing 
would grow in it, that the people 
were full of faction, that there 
were more houses in the town 
than inhabitants, and that for 
want of trade, the town must de- 
cay, and he was sorry to see so 
much money thrown away. 

One of the prime reasons for 
prohibition in Georgia was to pre- 
vent the Indians from receiving 
rum from the traders. Yet Ogle- 
thorpe learned, to his deep sorrow, 
that bad rum carried up by un- 
licensed traders in the winter of 
1739 has “slayn nearly a thou- 
sand Cherokee warriors.” The In- 
dians complained bitterly of being 
poisoned. The General immedi- 
ately ordered the law against the 
sale of rum to be more effectual- 
ly put into execution. And inas- 
much as, most of the unlicensed 
rum had been brought into Geor- 
gia by Carolina traders, he sought 
the co-operation of the governor 
of the neighboring colony, but all 
to no purpose, for the trade went 
right on. 

When Captain William Thomp- 
was again in London in October, 
1741, he told the Trustees that 
the Georgia traders were being 
put at a disadvantage, since the 
act that prohibited their selling 
rum to the Indians, merely threw 
all the trade to Carolina. He also 
said that rum was a much drunk 
at Savannah as if it were legally 
admitted. 

Wholesale smuggling was car- 
ried on openly without much 
hinderance from His Majesty's 
Naval and Search Officer, Patrick 
Grant, who was appointed to keep 
out rum, spirituous liquors, and 
other contraband goods. Search 
Officer Grant dutifully reported 
from time to time that consider- 
able quantities of foreign sugars 
and molasses were being imported 
with fraudulent intention. But, 
apparently, he was unable to cope 
with the situation. 

One of the strange anomalies 
of prohibition in Georgia was that 
while the importation and sale 
of rum was prohibited in Geor- 
gia, the colony was partially sup- 
ported by the duty on rum im- 
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ported into South Carolina. which 
was turned over to the Trustees 
quarterly. 


Graft at Savannah reached irto 
the highest official circles, and 
aS early as December, 1738, 
Thomas Causton, chief magistrate, 
was suspected of countenancing 


“roguery in the certified accounts,” 


He was later charged with gross 
mismanagement of the Trustees’ 
funds and was removed from the 
position of Magistrate and Keeper 
of the Public Stores. Whether’ or 
not he was actually a grafter is of 
little importance today after two 
hundred years, but it is interesting 
to note that as chief magistrate 
of Savannah, he supported a few 
miles out of town the finest estab- 
lishment in the colony. 


Thomas Christie, who served as 
recorder, was removed from office 
in 1740 for living in open adultery 
and for otherwise being a worth- 
less fellow. 

Oglethorpe’s patience must have 
been severely tried by the flagrant 
manner in which the early Geor- 
gians disregarded the law. In July, 
1739, he wrote the Trustees a 
pathetic note, in which he said: 
“Several applications will be made 
to you for lands, but I hope you 
will make no new grants whatever 
till we can get those already 
granted in some manner culti- 
vated. 

“There is one Tailfer, an 
apothecary surgeon, who gives 
physick, and one Wililams, a mer- 
chant who quitted planting to sell 
Rum. To these two almost all the 
Town is in debt for physick and 
rum.” 

For a long time the Trustees 
must have realized that their Dry 
Utopia was an idle myth, and 
that their prohibition act, passed 
without the advice or consent of 
the people, was doomed to fail. 
On January 2, 1742, the Earl of 
Egmont, having entertained the 
Trustees at his home, recorded in 
his journal: 

“Before we broke up, we order- 
ed our secretary to write to Col. 
Stephens that he should wink at 
the Importation of Rum, and dis- 
courage seizures thereof. Also to 
allow none to be drunk but in 
lycensed houses, and to hinder all 
he can the prosecution or recovery 
of debts due to retailers of rum 
other than lycensed houses. 

“This resolution of the board 
proceeded from certain informa- 
tion that the Rum Act is totally 
disregarded with the respect to 
the drinking of it, wherefore since 
the good effects expected from 
the Act has failed us, and the 
mischief remains, we judged it 
fit to give this tacit direction in 
order that by disuse the Rum Act 
may grow obsolete. But we gave 
no publick order theron, that it 
might not appear that we with- 
out His Majesty’s consent under- 
took to repeal an Act of his pass- 
ing, and which we had ourselves 
applyed for.” 

So the western world’s first ex- 
periment in prohibition was now 
dead and only awaited the formal 
playing of taps to be forgotten. In 
June, 1742, Parliament met and 
ordered the Trustees to prepare an 
act of repeal. The argument re- 
cited against the law is shown in 
the following summary. 

“And whereas the province hath 
been further settled and improved 


police officers in various sections, 
and others on municipal, state 
and federal pay rolls. 

And everything went along 
beautifully until Forrest F. Red- 
fern, assistant radio inspector of 
the radio division, United States 
department of commerce, inter- 
cepted an_ unidentified—and 
therefore illegal—call message 
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and there is now great reason to 
believe that the Importation and 
use of Rum in the province from 
any of the other British Colonies 
by way of exchange for timber 
and other goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise of Georgia, would tend 
to the advantage and promote the 
trade thereof, we the Trustees for 
Establishing the Colony of Geor- 
gia in America humbly beseech 
Your Majesty that from and after 
the nine and twentieth day of 
September, in the year of Our 
Lord, one thousand seven hundred 
and forty-two, it shall and may be 
lawfull for any Person or Persons 
to import or bring on shore either 
by land or water in any Ship or 
Ships, Vessel or Vessels, or in any 
Cart or Carts, Carriage or Car- 
riages, into any Port, Haven. 
Creek, Town, Village, or other 
Place of the Province of Georgia, 
Rum from any other of the 
British Colonies.” 


After a fair trial of seven years 
the colonial lawmakers recognized 
the fact that the first Prohibition 
Act of Georgia had failed com- 
pletely, but they lacked sufficient 
nerve to admit it openly and chose 
rather to wink at the law. The 
Act of Repeal, drawn under di- 
rection of Parliament, failed be- 
cause it proved unacceptable to 
the Colonial Board of Trade. After 
1745 no other attempts were made 
to modify or repeal the act, and 
it remained on the books thence- 
forward as an openly violated law. 

For over a hundred years pro- 
hibition was practically a dead is- 
sue in Georgia. There were, of 
course, a few Sunday laws per- 
taining to the sale and drinking 
of spirits in public places, and 
there were various regulations 
concerning the sale of intoxicants 
to negro slaves, but it was not 
until 1869 that a drought began 
to be apparent in the State Legis- 
lature. During the turbulent re- 
construction period following the 
Civil War, as a measure of safety, 
it was made unlawful to sell tn- 
toxicating beverages within two 
miles of any election precinct 
when voting was taking place. 

In 1875 the furnishing of liquor 
to minors was prohibited. And in 
1880 carrying booze to Sunday 
school became punishable. Habit- 
ual drunkards found themselves in 
a desert after 1882, when it was 
made a misdemeanor to give them 
a drink. In 1890 one could no 
longer take a flask of hooch to 
church with impunity, which must 
have been a frightful hardship to 
thirsty citizens accustomed to tak- 
ing little swigs during hot, dry 
sermons. And furthermore no one 
could sell liquor within three miles 
of a church. One conviction was 
upheld where it was shown that 
the distance was 16 feet less than 
three miles in a straight line. 
Drunkenness in public places was 
forbidden in 1905. 

This slow process of alcoholic 
desiccation came to a climax in 
1907 with the passage of a Bons 
Dry State Law. which mace it 
illegal to manufacture or sel! 
liquor within the boundaries oil 
Georgia. The only exception was 
made in the favor of physicians 
who might after examining a 
patient prescribe small quantities 
of alcohol for medicinal purposes. 
And finally in 1915 at a special 
session in November, the Legisla-

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ture passed a number of new laws 
to plug the leaks in’ the Act of 
1907. 

Georgia has the most drastic 
prohibition laws of any state in 
the Union. Yet it cannot be denied 
that throughout the long dry 
period corn whisky of excellent 
quality has been manufactured 
and consumed in large quanties 
within her boundaries. In Geor- 
gia it is illegal to sell anything 
that looks or tastes like beer. 
Nevertheless, beer is being sold to- 
day in every corner of the state. 
Modern prohibition has been as 
much a failure in Georgia as 
colonial prohibition was, and in 
the bicentennial of her founding, 
the history of Georgia is repeat- 
ing. 

The Legislators met, winked, 
and adjourned.
